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Dear  Class  of  2012, 


The  Mayans  predicted  that  we  would  end  the  world,  but  it  looks  like  we  made  it.  Knock  on  wood!  It  has  certainly 
been  an  eventful  four  years  here  at  Framingham  High  School.  On  August  28,  2008  you  all  arrived  as  freshmen  that 
had  to  figure  out  a  new  building,  new  rules,  and  new  opportunities.  I  was  a  first  year  Vice  Principal  that  had  to 
figure  out  a  new  job  and  new  responsibilities  as  well.  I  also  had  to  learn  close  to  600  names!  During  that  freshmen 
year  we  discussed  issues  such  as  the  appropriate  time  and  place  to  nugget  backpacks  (read:  never!),  we  discovered 
that  the  he-said,  she-said  game  is  the  high  school  version  of  telephone,  and  many  of  you  attempted  to  spend  more 
time  in  my  office  than  your  classrooms.  A  multitude  of  students  were  gently  removed  from  classes  for  reasons  that 
made  me  wonder  if  we  would  ever  get  to  this  point.

You  have  developed  from  teenagers,  who  thought  mostly  about  yourselves,  into 
young  adults,  who  have  a  growing  understanding  of  the  world  around  you. 

I  have  spoken  to  you  before  about  the  idea  of  having  an  identity  as  a  class.  I  urged  you  to  think  about  what  type  of 
legacy  you  wanted  to  leave  behind  at  the  high  school  when  you  graduated.  While  this  class  may  not  have  been  the 
I  most  academically  assiduous  group  of  all  time,  you  have  established  a  class  identity  around  responsible  citizenship 
that  I  find  admirable.

I  appreciated  your  ability  to  maintain 
perspective  even  in  the  midst  of  difficult  conversations  and  situations.  Finally,  this  is  a  thoughtful  class  that  seems 
to  truly  care  about  each  other.  I  have  watched  with  pride  the  relationships  that  you  have  cultivated  with  each  other 
and  with  many  adults  in  this  building.

For  the  201 2  season  of  the  Massachusetts  Educational  Theater  Guild's 
Massachusetts  High  School  Festival,  FHSDC  entered  with  a  40  minute  cut  version 
of  Michael  Cristofer's  The  Shadow  Box.  The  Shadow  Box  tells  the  story  of  three 
different  groups  of  people,  and  how  they  all  deal  with  their  dying  loved  one. 
Framingham  has  been  entering  the  one  act  play  competition  for  many  years  now. 
Massachusetts  thespians  from  around  the  state  gather  for  a  preliminary,  semi- 
final, and  state  finals  round.
